The non-compulsory bill to put 
all Georgia sheriffs on salaries 
instead of fees may come up for 
a showdown in the State Senate 
this week. 


Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd said 
Sunday the bill may be brought 
up for a vote Monday or Tues- 
day.

Leaders of both the House and 
Senate predicted that committees 
will approve the measures and 
that two bills will be ready for 
passage in each body on Tuesday. 


The House Education Commit- 
tee is to discuss a bill providing 
for local option and a constitu- 
tional amendment dealing with 
freedom of association in the pub- 
lic schools. That hearing will get 
under way at 9:30 a.m. 


ONE BILL EACH 


In the Senate, the Rules Com- 
mittee and the Education Com- 
mittee will work on one bill each.

SIOUX CITY, Iowa (AP)—Har- 
old Eugene Kistner Jr., aoa! 
old free - spending corporation 
president, was held on $25,000 
bond Sunday on charges of abet- 
ting a $2-million embezzlement 
that closed the Sheldon National 
Bank. 


Kistner, ousted president of 
the Northern Biochemical Corp., 
whose principal stockholder has 
admitted the bank embezzlement, 
was arrested Saturday night by 
federal agents at his Sheldon 
home. 


He waived formal arraignment 
before U. S. Commissioner W. M. 
Forker. A preliminary hearing 
was set for 9 a.m. Wednesday. 


Kistner was taken to the Wood- 
bury County jail here, where Bur- 
nice Iverson Geiger, 58, has been 
held since last Monday night when 
she admitted the embezzlement. 


She has refused to post $10,000 
bond to gain her release. 


Mrs. Geiger was assistant cash- 
ier and a member of the board 
of the Sheldon National Bank. Her 
father, W P. Iverson, 83, was 
bank president. 


U. S. Dist. Atty. F. E. Van Al- 
stine said Kistner was charged 
with aiding and abetting Mrs. 
Geiger in draining sizable sums 
from the bank. 

Authorities said Kistner is ac- 
cused of “‘having drawn checks on 
the bank when he didn’t have the 
needed money on deposit.” 


Mrs. Geiger apparently accept- 
ed the checks but did not charge 
the amounts to Northern Bio 
chemical’s accounts. 


Informed sources have said that 
Mrs. Geiger reportedly aided the 
corporation to a far greater ex- 
tent than the $135,000 she paid for 
130,000 shares of Northern stock. 


It is known that Mrs. Geiger 
dressed beautifully and was noted 
for her philanthropies. She is re- 
ported to have purchased 10 or 12 
dresses at a time and once spent 
$300 for a shipment of perfume. 


At his arraignment Sunday Kist- 
ner’s attorney, Frank Margolin, 
tried to get the bond reduced.

On The Constitution’s Press Gallery 
program yesterday on WSB-TV, three 
top members of the House of Represent- 
atives stated the case for early passage 
of Gov. Vandiver’s freedom-of-choice 
school package. 

The case is simple. Either we adopt 
these measures or face the prospect of 
operating the public schools under court 
orders. Either we leave the choice up to 
individual communities or accept the fact 
of court rulings affecting every school 
system in the state at once. The dread 
of closed schools and massive integration 
under federal decree could become a 
reality of tomorrow. 

What happened at the University of 
Georgia shows how swiftly the federal 
courts can move. So the time for action is 
now, before a million Georgia youngsters 
become pawns in a-struggle between state 
and federal authority in which the out- 
come already is known. 

Everything that can be said on this 
subject already has been said. For seven 
years and longer the negative approaches 
of defense and massive resistance have 
brought forth torrents of words and leg- 
islation. Everywhere they have been 
tested, the laws such as Georgia now has 
have been erased by court action. We 
have seen it lead to closing of Virginia’s 
schools, to the situations in Little Rock 
and New Orleans. 

The time to stop misleading the peo- 
ple and to take positive action indeed has 
arrived. Oratory, breast-beating and his- 
trionics no longer suffice. 

Gov. Vandiver has given the legis- 
lature its opportunity—perhaps the last 
one—to save the schools. It is that sim- 
ple. Its members should grasp the chance 
quickly without engendering further de- 
structive rancor and bitterness.

Unmarked Patrol Cars 
Are Not the Answer 


A bill to use unmarked patrol cars 
on Georgia highways is given slim 
chance of passage nor does it deserve to 
be enacted. 

For one thing, it could lead to abuses 


committed by non-officials posing as 
lawmen.

Georgia does not have nearly enough pa- 
trol cars on the roads to arrest violators 
much less to deter violations. 

A plainly marked patrol car is a 
much stronger deterrent to law-breaking 
on the highways than would be autos 
that look like any other autos.

Capital Punishment Has 
Gotten Out of Hand 


It is time for study and action to 
limit capital punishment in Georgia. 

The state’s high national ranking in 
the number of men executed is not a 
matter for pride. 

Rep. Thomas B. Murphy of Haralson 
and Rep. M. M. Smith of Fulton both 
have bills in the state House relating to 
the matter of making Georgia a more 
merciful place. 

One may be amused to note that grave 
robbing, snake handling and burning a 
railroad bridge are crimes punishable by 
death in this state. Who would ever really 
die for such offenses? Probably nobody. 
But the very fact that such laws persist 
indicates a too light regard for the seri- 
ousness of the death penalty. 

The execution statistics which place 
Georgia close to California in the num- 
ber of men executed is a further confir- 
mation of cruel attitudes. 

We do not advocate any unreasoning 
abolition of capital punishment; some of- 
fenses obviously must require it, includ- 
ing murder of a prison guard. A life- 
termer would have nothing to lose by

killing a guard unless the penalty of 
death hung over him. 

But we do believe deeply that capital 
punishment is being far too freely ap- 
plied in Georgia and that the bar, the 
government and the people should do 
something to stop it now.

Equalization of Taxes 
Is an Effective Remedy 


Coming up for a vote soon in the 
House of Representatives are bills aimed 
at bringing about tax equalization in 
Georgia. 

Hardly anything could be more im- 
portant to the financial health of Geor- 
gia counties and of state government it- 
self than tax dockets based on realistic 
figures. 

The relatively few counties that al- 
ready have taken the plunge have found 
it to be invigorating. Troup County is 
an example. 

Troup Commissioner Earl Edwards, 
writing in the January issue of the Geor- 
gia Local Government Journal, pointed 
out that reappraisal uncovered approxi- 
mately 5,000 acres of land on which no 
taxes were being paid and a half-million 
dollars worth of property improvements 
were added to the digest. 

As a result of fair appraisals, at the 
end of the first year’s changeover the 
county digest rose from 13 to 18 million 
dollars and the tax rate for general coun- 
ty purposes was sliced five mills. Since 
then there has been a steady, natural 
increase in the digest. 

Among the first things scouts do in 
looking for sites upon which to locate 
new industries is to examine tax digests. 
Ridiculously low property evaluations and 
sky-high millage rates cause them to 
pack their bags in a hurry. 

The state, individual counties and 
cities working together can accomplish 
wonders in revising tax structures at the 
grassroots level and thereby breathing 
new life into local governments. Teachers 
as well as businessmen should be actively 
interested in seeing to it that such a goal 
is accomplished.

More 
than 60 per cent of the graduates were 
elected to national academic honor so- 
cieties. Seventy-five per cent of the 
graduates are now in advanced study, 80 
per cent of them with fellowships or as- 
sistantships.

Keeping the public schools open deserves 
top priority in the legislature.

The budget submitted for mental health is 
insufficient to do the job that should be done 
in the next fiscal year. It is up to the legisla- 
ture to give keen scrutiny to the entire state 
budget, do whatever juggling is feasible, and in- 
crease the amount proposed for mental health 
lest the program limps to a virtual standstill. 
~~ Legislation to bring about tax reappraisals 
should be a must. Without it many a commu- 
nity will suffer even more than is the present

Revisions of court procedures should not be 
made to wait any longer. Surely a start should 
be made by laws allowing defendants to tes- 
tify under oath and be subject to cross-exami- 
nation; and by letting judges do the sentenc- 
ing, with the defendants’ records in hand, after 
juries establish guilt. | 

There are many other things that need do- 
ing. Among them are reapportionment, banning 
sales and shooting of fireworks, working to end 
the fee system, allowing neighborhood registra- 
tion of voters in Fulton, revision of state elec- 
tion laws and providing the means for stern 
treatment of those who engage or assist in drag- 

These and many other important matters 
will be looking legislators in the face this week 
or in the weeks to come.

Kennedy’s Task 
At Home Unique 


WASHINGTON—The young man who became 
the 35th President of the United States Friday 
It is not merely 


entered a unique era of trial. 


the world around him—Cuba, the Soviet Union, Southeast Asia— 
which will weigh heavily upon him. He will have at home special 
and subtle problems of a kind never before in this century to hang 


over a president, 

For John F. Kennedy has come 
to power from the most closely— 
and most curiously—divided elec- 
tion in eight decades. True, the 
Congress is Democratic. It will be 
on the whole pro-Kennedy—or 
may be expected most of the 
time mostly to be. 


But President Kennedy won his 
election not merely by a very 
thin numerical margin but also 
only through a sectional coalition 
which really represented an ef- 
fective public majority only in the 
East and South. 

He has, therefore, at this mo- 
ment of his elevation, two politi- 
cal tasks of great urgency. He 
must reclaim far the bigger part 
of the continental mass of the 
United States. And he must 
maintain the most sensitive bal- 
ance between the profoundly dif- 
fering interests of the strangely 
mixed Kennedy political heart- 
land—the conservative and tradi- 
tional South and the liberal and 
antitraditional East. 


He must, in a manner of speak- 
ing, somehow keep Charleston, 
S.C., and the teeming five bor- 
oughs of New York from being too 
much at each other’s throats. 


The new President himself is 
deeply aware of this basic factor 
confronting his administration— 
none more so. It was why he took 
the powerful modern Southerner, 
Vice President Lyndon Johnson.of 
Texas, on his ticket. It is why 


the new President proceeds so 
cautiously to balance the demands 
—on civil rights, say—of the lib- 
eral East against the counter- 
wishes of the conservative South. 

-He knows, too, that perhaps the 
point of greatest single danger lies 
in his partnership with Johnson. 
He knows that a “‘split’’ between 
them—whether real or only widely 
assumed to be real—would act as 
the thin ends of a wedge with 
which to cut his administration in 


two. 
Now, all these problems, 
though very real, are by no 


means hopeless, or even neces- 
sarily desperate. Kennedy has 
been historically aided—in the 
national interest—by the wise and 
generous post-election conduct of 
his Republican antagonist in the 
campaign, Richard M. Nixon. 

Nixon, like most other adult 
politicians, knows that the elec- 
tion is now over and that we are 
all in trouble in this world. He 
knows that none would profit— 
and only the country would lose— 
by petty partisan attempts at this 
dangerous juncture to weaken a 
new administration which now 
must speak for us all. 

And in this lies the most hope- 
ful of all omens for the future: 
Never in this correspondent’s ex- 
perience has a new president been 
inaugurated in a national atmos- 
phere of so little bitterness, so 
little irresponsibility, on both 
sides.

Quick Legislative Action 
Will Insure Education 


Gov. 


Ernest Vandiver took positive action Wednesday night to 


keep Georgia's schools open in face of federal court orders for inte- 
gration. His unqualified stand for complete segregation was modified 
in view of integration developments, but he promised in an address 
to the General Assembly that ‘‘every legal means and legal resource 
at our command to maintain separate education in Georgia’ will be 


utilized. 
However, Gov. Vandiver as- 
serted that ‘‘public education will 


be preserved,” and he presented 
to the legislators a four-point 
“child protection defense pack- 
age,”” apparently aimed at keep- 
ing the schools open at any cost. 

The governor did not concede 
in so many words that desegre- 
gation had to come, but he did 
say that “rusty and defective 
safeguards” against integration 
must be discarded. 

The chief executive offered a 
constitutional amendment to 
“guarantee freedom of associa- 
tion,”’ a bill to provide “for an 
effective system of grants-in-aid 
based upon valid promises rather 
than upon contingencies which 
are legally impossible under ex- 
isting laws,”’ a bill to provide 
‘new and effective appellate pro- 
cedures of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation,” and a bill providing 
‘adequate legal machinery, which 
does not now exist, for suspension 
and reopening of public schools.” 

Though he spoke strongly for 
segregation, the governor declared

that failure to resolve the inte- 
gration problem ‘‘will blight our 
state.’’ He told the legislators ‘‘we 
must act without delay.’’ Indicat- 
ing he would present the pack- 
age plan at this session, Gov. 
Vandiver conceded there is ‘“‘no 
perfect solution,’’ adding that pri- 
vate schools will be suggested as 
a last resort. 

There has not been time for a 
careful appraisal of Gov. Vandi- 
ver’s plan, but it is comforting to 
know that he has come forward

Tell hin: to see if 
he can’t support that bill. 


Those elder teachers, for whom 
pension plans adopted since 1940 
have never ‘een retroactive, 
would benefit from the new pro- 
visions. 

Every good citizen is interested 
in better pay for able, active 
teachers. 

Every grateful citizen will be 
interested in better benefits for

awesome responsibilities. Both these states of mind are useful to any 
new administration about to face what lies ahead. 


Exuberance, zest, and tough- 
minded confidence are the hall- 
marks of Kennedy’s approach to 
the presidency—and to politics. 


They were manifest in the hard- 
fought campaigns which carried 
him to the White House. They are 
visible in his notably competent 
Cabinet. These qualities will be 
needed, not as a substitute for 
sound action, but as the ingredi- 
ents of a national purpose which 
the President hopes to shape. 
Fortunately Kennedy used the 
transition to widen the base of his 
popular support after an election 
which so deeply divided the coun- 
try that he could have found it 
impossible to function effectively. 


The evidence thus far is that 
Kennedy is more of an activist 
than an ideologist. Some may be 
anxious lest he be impetuous. He 
has not surrounded himself with 
impetuous men. What is plain is 
that he is determined not to stand 
still. 


Here are some of the more for- 
bidding problems before him and 
they are reason enough why no 
president of the United States can 
stand still: 

1. The United States is today 
spending more money abroad 
than we are earning abroad by 
some four and a half billion dol- 
lars a year. This was defensible, 
even prudent, when Western 
Europe and Japan were pros- 
trated by the war, when there was 


A 


a vast dollar gap and when we 
were a credit nation. 

The circumstances are now rad- 
ically different. The principal in- 
dustrial nations have achieved 
prosperous, expanding economies 
and are earning dollars in large 
volume. But we continue to car- 
ry a disproportionate share of the 
economic and military burdens of 
the free world. Our adverse bal- 
ance of payments cannot be al- 
lowed to continue, Our friends 
abroad need to realize that if this 
condition is not corrected con- 
Structively and cooperatively, it 
will be almost certainly corrected 
abruptly and unilaterally. 

2. In the midst of great pros- 
perity, the highest employment 
and the largest gross national 
product ever, we are experiencing 
the highest unemployment in 20 
years. Kennedy has projected 
spending programs which rest on 
the premise of a faster pace of 
economic growth. If this eco- 
nomic growth is not forthcoming, 
the new administration faces 
deficit spending which it said 
could be avoided. 

3. While Kennedy does not have 
to redeem every campaign prom- 
ise at once, he can hardly delay 
his planned strengthening of the 
nation’s defense in missiles and in 
limited-war capability and in 
speeding up our exploration of 
outer space unless we are to 
concede all the spectaculars to

A Mass of Utterly Mad Spelling 


As somebody else has remarked, most of us are very tolerant of our own 
we can be hard on the poor boneheads who happen not to share 


our strengths. Since simple grammar school arithmetic always eluded me I 


have an enormous sympathy with anybody who can’t add two and two. I even carry it to the point 
of thinking this weakness is a sign of discrimination, an enchanting evidence that the math-ignorant 
are too smart to flounder around in a trackless waste better traversed by IBM machines. 


But now spelling! I consider 
myself a real sharp in this de- 
partment—a _ decision based, 
I've now learned, on nothing 
much except personal preju- 
dice. After all, I don’t share my 
mother’s conviction that the 
word for being contented is ‘‘sat- 
isfide’’ or my daughter's quirk 
which makes “before’’ come 
out “‘befour.”’ 

Comes now Mr. Charles R. 
Houston, a Constitution linotype 
operator until his retirement a 
little while ago, to disarm me 
of any high-and-mighty ideas | 
have about my spelling prow- 
ess. Mr. Houston noted that I

and then admits: “The rest is 
wilderness—a mass of whimsi- 
cal, indefensible, utterly mad 
spellings without rhyme or rea- 
son.””

HAVANA—Premier Fidel Castro has announced 
that youngsters 10 years old and up will be taught to 


be farmers. 


The government, he said, will 
establish youth farms as part of 
its “farm of the people,”’ where 
adults will be taught modern agri 
cultural methods. 


The government has not an- 
nounced the number of the farms 
to be established or the top age 
limit for the children who will be 
trained. 


On each “‘farm of the people,” 
167 acres will be utilized for a 
youth farm. The children will be 
fed, housed and will go to school 
on the farm. 


Premier Castro also has an- 
nounced that 1,000 youths will 
come from the Soviet Union to 
work on the farms and that 1,000 
Cuban youths will be sent to the 
agricultural cooperatives of Rus- 
sia to learn methods there. 


The announcements by Castro 
followed a meeting Saturday of 
officials and chiefs of agricultural 
production. The meeting was held 
by the National Institute of Agra- 
rian Reform, which is in charge 
of all agriculture, industry and 
commerce of the island.

The Unruly Rat Race

NEW YORK—An apocryphal story once was told 
about the two teammates who spent four years to- 
gether on a college football squad and yet never had 
the opportunity to become acquainted. One was on 
the offensive platoon, the other on the defensive 
platoon and ne’er the twain did meet. 


Eight years ago, however, amity and sanity returned to the 
campus version of the block-and-tackle sport. A flash of wisdom 
came hurtling out the skies with the suddenness of a lightning 

oe Be ose we bolt. It struck the rules committee and 
moved the august fathers to outlaw un- 
limited substitutions. They thus restored 
to the game whole football players 
while eliminating half baked specialists, 
disorderly mob scenes and the infla- 
tionary spirals that were ruining ath- 
letic association budgets. 


Fanatical, however, are the devo- 
tees of what was contemptuously char- 
acterized as “rat race football’ by 
Brig. Gen. Bob Neyland, then coach 
at Tennessee but now the chairman of 
the football rules committee. Adherents 
of two-platoon play promptly launched 
a frontal assault on this restrictive 
legislation. They were emboldened by 
the fact that they had the overwhelm- 

a ing support of the college coaches who 
Daley found it easier to make half football 
players out of two candidates than to 

make a real football player out of one. 


But the guardians of the code held their ground. So the two 
platooners have shifted strategy, abandoning brute force. Each 
year they seem to click on a quickie pass over the middle, get- 
ting ever closed to their goal. The big gainer on the drive was 
the ‘“‘wild card rule,” a device that permitted one so-called free 
substitution after each play. This pushed the rules committee 
back to the one-yard line. Just as a crash-through seemed 
imminent this year, the football fathers braced and held. 


Not an inch was gained by platoon proponents. In actuality no 
rules changes were made at all except for technical clarification. 
That’s good. In view of the fact that baseball has not made a 
major rule change since outlawing the spitter in 1920, a guy cannot 
help but wonder why football should feel obligated to keep revamp- 
ing its code every year. 


—A Suggestion From a Grandstand QB 


The irony of it is that the rules committee stubbornly ignores 
the one piece of legislation that would be most beneficial to the 
game, the restoration of the goal posts to the goal line where they 
belong. But the professionals did it first and the collegians are so 
blinded by their jealousy of the pros that they now refuse to con- 
sider it. What’s more, goose-neck goal posts have removed all 
validity from the original argument that posts on the goal line 
are inherently dangerous. 


Although the rules committee_is-swamped every year with 
suggestions, most of which are’ too ridiculous for consideration, 
this Grandstand Quarterback would like to toss one into the 
hopper for future mulling. It also is offered to the professionals, 
a less moss-encrusted group and one far mare likely to toy with 
the idea. It is one that has been growing steadily from season 
to season, 


When a team scores a touchdown or field goal, the present 
rules prescribe that the ensuing kickoff be booted by the team 
which does the scoring. It is a rule which could stand a search- 
ing reappraisal. The excitement quotient of every game could 
be heightened té a new peak by one simple change. 


Instead of automatically having the kickoff received by the 
team just scored on, far greater balance and drama would be 
added to the game by having the TRAILING team receive the 
kickoff. 


—A Rule to Generate Excitement Aplenty 


In the most recent—and mercifully last—television gridiron 
production, the Pro Bowl, the West was leading the East, 35-24, 
when Norm Van Brocklin struck. It made the count 35-31. The 
time was far too short for the East to kick off, hold the West for 
downs and remount an interrupted rally. But it would have been 
far more of a pulse-quickener if the trailing East had had the 
option of receiving. 


Or let's take a hypothetical game between Giants and Browns. 
The Browns tally two touchdowns for a 14-0 lead, kicking off after 
each. This would be in accordance with the old rule and the new 
one. The Giants slam for a touchdown, but, because they trail, 
they would receive. 

Down field they come again, stall and kick a field goal. 
Again they receive because they trail. But when they score a 
touchdown to lead 17-14, the Browns receive. 


No need to belabor the merits of the proposition beyond this 
point. They should be quite apparent. As nerve-tingling as was the 
Army-Navy fray with the Middies surging ahead to a 17-0 lead at 
halftime. it would have generated even more excitement if the 
Black Knights had had the opportunity to be at the receiving end 
after each of their second half touchdowns. 


This. suggestion requires no hasty action. But the rules com- 
mittees of both the colleges and the pros might find it worth 
studying to see if it has as much intrinsic value as it would seem 
to have on the surface. Not even a service charge will be asked 
for it.

Miss Scott really enjoy 
this terry flip that wraps around 
and snaps securely in place. 
Also, it’s made with a series 
of dot snappers so it can be 
adjusted if the waistline gets 
larger or smaller. 


The measurements I am giv- 
ing are for a size medium (34- 
38). For a small or large, just 
measure the waistline, and add 
or subtract the necessary 
amount from the size medium 
dimensions. Remember, the flip 
should lap over almost to one 
side and the underlap should 
be just as deep in order to fit 
comfortably and securely. 


Cut a rectangle of terrycloth 
50’’x20”’ (see illustration). With 
chalk, mark 16 inches in from 
each end on one long side. This 
is where your darts go. Each 
dart is 74 inches long. Cut 
pocket piece 8’’x9’’. 


To make: Stitch darts. (This 
long side with the darts will be 
the waist edge). Turn a nar- 
row hem at each of the four 
sides and edge stitch. If you 
have a zig-zag machine, you 
can finish these raw edges by 
using the overcast stitch in- 
stead of the narrow hem. Now, 
turn each of the four sides un- 
der one inch and stitch. 


To measure for dot snappers: 
Since this is for a man, the flip 
laps left over right. Therefore, 
to mark top sections of snap- 
pers, place one on the wrong 
side of the wrap 1% inches in 
from the side edge and on the 
waist hem. 


Be sure to place it on the hem 
because you'll need the double 
layer of terry for reinforcement. 
The second snapper is placed 6 
inches in from the first one. 


The bottom sections of the 
snappers are now placed on the 
other end and on the right side 
of the flip. This time you use 
six snappers, to make it ad- 
justable. The first is placed on 
the waist hem, 1% inches in 
from the side edge. The other 
5 are then spaced 2 inches 
apart. 


Pocket: The pocket goes on 
the left side that wraps over 
and is placed on a slant, as 
illustrated. Turn one of the

Wives Accept Infidelity, 
Uh... In France, That Is 


PARIS (WNS)—The majority 
of French wives assume that 
their husbands are periodically 
unfaithful but few are deeply 


concerned about it, according 
to the French Institute of 
Psychological Studies. 


Most wives accept infidelity, 
if conducted “discreetly” and 
“not too frequently,” as the 
normal way of the world, ac- 
cording to an investigation car- 
ried out by the institute over 
a period of three years. 


The study found, however, 
that there is some difference 
of attitude on the subject be- 
tween wives under 30 and those 
generally past 30, who have 
been married for five or more 
years. Young wives do not ac- 
cept marital inmconstancy as 
calmly as their elder sisters. 


But, the report added, though 
they may openly reproach their 
husbands, few said they would 
regard a single act of infidelity 
or even a limited series of 
such acts as cause in itself to 
seek a divorce or leave their 
mates. 


According to the study, the 
attitude of French women dif- 
fers decisively from that of 
American wives and those in 
most other European countries. 
It ventured the belief that the 
root of the discrepancy was ed- 
ucation. 


French women, the report 
pointed out, are brought up to 
believe that men should not be 
expected to be monogamous and 
that it’s hard for them to be 
$0. 


Most French wives said that 
the most important thing was 
not that their spouses should 
be absolutely constant but that 
they should be happy. If hus- 
bands were happy, they were 
confident the family unit woul 
prove secure. : 


On the other hand, the study 
found that only a very few 
modern French women were 
prepared to endure the open 
flaunting of mistresses or mis- 
cellaneous affairs by their 


* mates. They are ready to forgive 


infidelity but not gross bad man- 
ners or the. “lack of feeling” 
such conduct implies, the re- 
port added. 


Lack of discretion, according 
to the investigators, is the one 
thing which almost every 
French wife finds unforgivable. 


They added that a majority of 
their husbands understand and 
accept this, conducting them- 
selves “‘accordingly.”’ 


Affairs in France, the report 
concluded, are probably carried 
on under the most precise and 
careful set of rules of any mod- 
ern society.

CLEVELAND (# — Other con- 
sumers are taking up part of the 
slack in steel buying as automak- 
ers. push some of their February 
orders into March, the magazine 
Steel reported. 


“They're coming into the mar- 
ket for bigger tonnages_ than 
they've ordered in months,” the 
magazine said, ‘‘not because they 
are using steel at a faster rate 
but because they’ve carried in- 
ventory liquidation as far as they 
dare.”’ 


The trade weekly reported a 
general upturn in buying in the 
East by such steel consumers as 
manufacturers of light tanks, ship- 
ping containers, hardware and 
shelving. 


HELP STABILIZE 


*‘As small consumers help sta- 
bilize demand for sheets and strip, 
seasonal factors are aiding other 
products and strengthening the to- 
tal market for steel,’’ the publi- 
cation said. “In tin plate, for ex- 
ample, demand is swelling be- 
cause canmakers are building in- 
ventories of finished goods.”’ 


It said this uptrend is impor- 
tant because tin mill products nor- 
mally account for more than 8 
per cent of steel industry ship- 
ments. 

Steel said January orders of 
plates and shapes are the largest 
that some mills have seen since 
last May and that some tube- 
makers have booked more Jan- 
uary business in oil country goods 
than they’ve sold in any month 
since last spring. 


DEFICIT CUT SEEN 


The magazine said final figures 
for 1960 probably will show steel 
exports of 3.2 million tons and im- 
ports of 3.35 million — a foreign 
trade deficit of only 150,000 tons. 


In 1959, largely because of the 
116-day strike that crippled U.S. 
production, imports topped. ex- 
ports by 2.7 million tons, it added. 


Steel ingot production last week 
advanced about 3 per cent to 1,- 
525,000 net tons, the magazine re- 
ported. 


‘Reports indicate that produc- 
tion is nearing a_ temporary 
plateau,” it added. “This week's 
gain will probably be small.”’

A “spy” system, developed during the dark days 
of the federal investigation into quiz show hanky- 
panky, is now operating in broadcasting circles here. 


The Atlanta “spy,” whose 
identity is as closely guarded

He has no Jones 
contact with anyone in station 
management. He is instructed 
to choose wisely .\his friends and 
to keep even his closest friends 
in the dark about his profes- 
sional identity. 

Even his wife—if, indeed, he 
is married — might not know 
about his undercover operation. 

Under no circumstances is the 
“spy” permitted to contact TV 
stations. 


This ‘“‘spy” is not the sort of 
spy you normally associate with 
the cloak-and-dagger gents who 
are -looking for secret data 
about H-bombs, guided missiles, 
atomic powerful submarines and 
that sort of thing. 

His job, to be quite frank, is 
sometimes very dull. 

You see, he HAS to watch 
television. He has no choice. 
If he dislikes Westerns, it mat- 
ters not. If he dislikes quiz 
shows, he has to watch them 
anyway. 

In fact, his job is even more 
tedious than it sounds. He fre- 
quently is told months in ad- 
vance what programs he must 
watch. 


This enables him to dread 
his assignment.

THE MAN ‘WHO ENJOYS 
this complete autonomy is an 
agent who works for the or- 
ganization which operates Chan- 
nel 5—WAGA-TV. 

He is one of eight such agents 


operating in cities in which 
Storer-owned stations are sit- 
uated. 


It is his job to monitor pro- 
gramming on TV and to keep 
operation central advised on 
what goes on the air. 


No one at Channel 5 knows 
who he is or where he lives. 
But everyone who faces a cam- 
era there or who prepares pro- 
gram material is aware that 
this man of mystery frequently 
is plugged in to the local oper- 
action, sampling video material 
and reporting to the big boss 
what he sees and hears.

THE IDEA FOR the “spy” 
system—or ‘“‘quality control,’’ 
as the Storer outfit calls it— 
was announced last winter during 
the black days of the federal 
quiz probe to provide, as a 
Storer spokesman says, “‘a con- 
tinuing safeguard against re- 
peated violations of FCC, Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and 
company rules or policy by any 
Storer station.” 


The secret agents aie Sees 
on programming are qualified 
to find any violations should 
they occur, but they are not 
permitted to correct them. 
That is left to top management, 
or as is the case in some in- 
stances, to Dean McCarthy, 
who heads up the secret serv- 
ice network. 


These secret agents watch not 
only for local boo-boos, but for 
errors committed by network 
personnel.” 

One might say these secret 
agents have the most unenvi- 
able positions in TV. 

They can’t choose the TV 
programs they watch. 

They’re not allowed to talk 
to their fellow employes. 

And they have to keep their 
mouths shut about “those lousy

INCREASING 


In the cartoon field, the op- 
portunities are increasing. The 
new Yogi Bear Show, which is 
booked to play on some 130 TV 
stations across the country, will 
create still more steady work 
for cartoons, 


First of all, there’s the re- 
placement for Yogi in the “Huc- 
kleberry Hound’’ show. The nod 
went to a fast-talking, wise- 
cracking wolf named Hokey. 
He’d previously been seen in 
this series in the Yogi Bear ver- 
sion of Little Red Riding Hood. 
In this one-shot appearance, he 
made a hit with the sponser as 
well as with Huck fans. From 
now on, he’ll appear every. week 
.... along with a newly creat- 
ed nebbish of a little wolf 
named Ding A Ling, his stooge. 

In the Yogi Bear show itself 
there are two new continuing 
featured roles. Sticking to their 
promotion - from - within pol- 
icy, producers Bill Hanna and 
Joe Barbera gave one of these 
steady jobs to a little duck who 
had worked with Yogi Bear in 
one of his very first films, two- 
and-a-half years ago. Named 
Yakky Doodle, this timid, naive 
little orphan of the sterm called 
on Yogi that winter, just as he 
was about to start hibernating, 
and he’s still with him now that 
he’s emmigrating to a new time 
period. 

In the three years they’ve been 
making animated shows for tele- 
vision, Hanna and Barbera have 
made work for some 300 car- 
toon characters, most of them 
animal, some human, a few veg- 
etable. Those that have regis- 
tered well in the trade have 
been brought bac kagain, and 
then again and again, until the 
best of them have won continu- 
ing weekly roles. 

The steady work is assured, 
because Hanna-Barbera has al- 
ready received renewals on all 
three animated kid shows for 
next season. 

‘There are approximately the 
same number of creative peo- 
ple in the field as there was 10 
years ago,” according to Joe 
Barbera. “Almost nobody has 
left the field, and almost no new 
talent has entered. With all these 
new animated shows on TV, we 
just work longer hours.”

Third Mrs. Flynn Recounts

HOLLYWOOD — The 
widow of the late Errol 
Flynn, blonde, statuesque. 
Pat Wymore, has not yet 
read Errol’s best-selling 
autobiography, “My 
Wicked, Wicked Ways.”’ 

“I start it,” Pat said- during 
an interview here, “but I can’t 
get through it. It makes me 
too sad.” 

Errol’s mother, to whom he 
is very unkind in the book, has 
not read the book either. ‘She 
adored him, but doesn’t want 
to be upset by him any more. 
“A lot of mothers,”’ Pat contia- 
ued, “refuse to accept their 
children as individuals. Birds 
have the right policy. They 
push their young out of the 
nest and say ‘Get going’.”’ 
OWN VERSION 

Pat’s own version of her life 
with Flynn would make an in- 
teresting story, ‘“‘but I'll never 
write it.” The second Mrs. 
Flynn, Nora’ Haynes—Lili Da- 
mita was the first—is now writ- 
ing her account of life with 
Errol, “Errol and Me.”’ 

“Errol's book,’’ Pat said, “‘re- 
ceived the highest price ever 
paid, $100,000, for serialization, 
by a London newspaper. But 
so far, I haven't received a 
dime from the estate, and I 
must work to support myself 
and our daughter Arnella.”’. In 
movies, Pat’s last was ““Oceans 
11"’. with Frank Sinatra. Also, 
she has had night club engage- 
ments in Reno, Las Vegas and 
elsewhere in the United States. 
GOING TO ELOPE 

“We were married 10 years 
ago last Oct. 23,”" Pat recalled. 
“Originally we were going to 
elope. But Errol said, “This is 
it, this is forever.’ He had to 
make a picture in France, ‘so 
we decided to be married there 
—in Nice, with a reception in 
Monaco. There were 150 to 200 
guests present. The day was 
declared a holiday. We had a 
three-month honeymoon on his 
yacht, the Zaca.”’ 

But trouble started almost im- 
mediately. There was a fight 
with someone; Errol was sued 
by a girl. “It was very mis- 
erable, it rained, it sleeted, it 
snowed. I wasn’t much of a 
sailor then; I was seasick the 
whole of the honeymoon.” 

“All I know is that one morn- 
ing Errol had just received a 
letter from his business man- 
ager, saying everything was un- 
der control, ‘and you just owe 
$10,000." But next day I an- 
swered the phone, it was an 
AP reporter who told me, 
‘Mrs. Flynn, I understand your 
husband has been sued by the 
United States government for 
$1,000,000."

BUT RICHTER also was pre- 


ceded to America by wildly en- 
thusiastic reports of his piano 
prowess. And when he arrived, 
what did his audiences see? 

They saw and heard a tall, 
Nordic-looking man, so tall that 
he dwarfed his piano and 
seemed uncomfortable on the 
piano bench. Despite his thin- 
ning blond hair, he was boyish 
looking, a trait that didn’t hurt 
his popularity with female 
listeners. 

And his personality had tre- 
mendous vitality and impact. 
Old-timers compared him to de 
Pachmann and Rachmaninoff 
and scholars speculated that 
Liszt must have had this kind of 
physical impact. No matter how 
good his recordings might be, 
his fans would say: 


**Ah, this is nothing. You must 
hear him in person.” 


At last he has made two rec- 
cords with engineering up to 
American standards. One, made 
at a February 1958 concert in 
Sofia, Bulgaria, has only recent- 
ly been released by Columbia to 
coincide with his U.S. tour.
